B o s to n , May 11, 1882. 
In losing Emerson New England loses 
the most original of her great men. 
CoL 
Higginson, in the Woman's Journal, speak­ 
ing of Emeraon and Longfellow, says ; 
“ They are gone, and who shall take their 
places ? I t is the question that was asked 
before they began their work, and that will 
be asked after their successors have fin­ 
ished theirs. 
* 
* 
* 
Sydney Smith 
wrote in 1818 : 
‘There does not appear to 
be in America at this moment one man of 
any considerable talents,’ and yet at that 
very moment Emerson was preparing to 
write his first prize essay in Harvard Col­ 
lege, 
I t is for us to laurel the dead and to 
give encouragement to the living; the 
eternal forces of the universe will take care 
of the rest.” 
A literary man here in Bos­ 
ton made some remark to another concern­ 
ing tbe much greater number of mourners 
over Longfellow’s death than over Emer­ 
son’s. 
" Yes,” replied the other, “ but 
one Emerson mourner equals a hundred 
Longfellow ones.” 
“ That is true,” agreed 
the first speaker. 
Doubtless it is true, 


JUDGING BY TUB HEAD 
Rather than the heart, but whore influence 
and memory will live longest ? 
Are not 
Emerson’s most fervent disciples, even now 
when his not over long life has but just 
ended, among the middle-aged? 
Could 
there be found, I wonder, in any coterie of 
young people, stndente, or young men and 
women just entering upon active life in 
the world, the almost religions enthusiasm 
plenty of us who are beginning to find our first 
gray hairs can remember to have seen or 
shared amongst the young peciple of tw enty 
and thirty years back ? 
Even farther 
back that influence began, for a gentleman 
who heard Emerson’s first public lecture in 
1834—the hearer being a school boy who 
won his lecture ticket as a prize *of good 
scholarship—declares he can never forget 
the lecturer, and the impression th at lect­ 
ure made upon his youthful mind. 
He can­ 
not now recall the points of the argument, 
but its Beutiment is perfectly vivid after 
this lapse of nearly half a century : “ W hy 
cannot some little community of men leave 
others to seem and content themelves to 
be?” 
TYNDALL IS ONE WITNESS 
To the way some of those bygone young 
folks read and felt Emerson and Carlyle. 
Here is his testimony, in an address to the 
students of 
London University: “ The 
works of two men, neither of them im­ 
bued with the spirit of modern science, 
have placed me here to day. These men are 
the English Carlyle and the American Em­ 
erson. 
They told me what to do in a way 
that caused me to do it, and all my conse­ 
quent intellectual action is to be traced to 
this purely moral source.” 
Emerson might 
well be the believer in heredity that he 
was, for eight generations of strongly re­ 
ligions, individual, eloquent and cultivated 
Emersons preceded him, and his mother’s 
family was remarkable for a union of prac­ 
tical philanthropy and eminent spirituality; 
spirituality th at was, in eome of them, of 
medieval mystic cast. 
The Mrs. Ripley, 
famous in so many New England legends 
that embody tee true New England mix­ 
ture of the practical and the sublime; she 
who taught Creek and the higher mathe­ 
matics to the collegians, tusticated with 
her reverend husband, the teacher bnsied 
at one and the same time with hearing and 
explaining the lesBons and shelling peas or 
rocking the cradle, or, later, at Brook Farm, 
could do justice to a Latin claBs or one in 
metaphysics, with h ir arms buried in a 
wash-tub and soapsuds, was an Emerson 
cousin. 
So, too, a second one was a lady 
whom I knew, who 


TIIE CHIDLESS W IFE 
Of a man whose income never exceeded 
S I,000 the year, and was at times mnch 
less, had brought up to honorable man and 
womanhood thirteen adopted children— 
children wholly dependent upon 
their 
adoptive parents. 
In the Sleepy Hollow 
Cemetery at Concord sleep now Thoreau, 
Hawthorne and Emerson. 
But will Con­ 
cord be less than it has been the American 
Mecca of thinkers and readers ? 
There 
still will be the famous dust ; there still 
the lesser stars of the Concord galaxy— 
Bronson Alcott and his J 
g h te r; there 
still the quiet scenery full of memories of 
Emerson and Thoreau ; the Old Manse 
laden with more eloquent mosses of histary 
and association than any building in New 
England, and the remembrance of a long 
line of illustrious pilgrims who have rev­ 
erently sought this quiet little towD. Never 
was there a more 


RELUCTANT SPRING. 
The woods give not a sign of warm airs 
and voyaging sap, and even the fruit trees 
are only faintly green, or show their twigs 
slightly knobby with swelling fruit buds. 
But the birds in force pipe out the true 
calendar time, and we know the sap does 
move, for look at the high-piled tiers of 
maple syrup cans in each grocer’s window, 
and the pyramids of maple sugar bricks. 
The use of maple syrup growB hugely each 
year. 
Who that has once eaten pancake 
or fritter, dipped in the flavored woody 
sweetness of genuine maple syrup, would 
not forever more scorn the best that sugar 
cane, unspoiled by any glucose or other 
commercial 
and 
fraudulent admixture, 
could do ? 
But the Byrup bought in the 
cans is not so good as that prepared from 
the sugar, melted each day for the daily 
use, or rather syrup bought in the market 
is not so good. 
I have eaten, in private 
homes in Vermont, year-old maple honey 
that was the perfection of flavor and un- 
cloying sweetness. 
So, too, in Cuba, one 
gets a cane honey — eaten there with 
shredded fresh cocoanut or chipped pine­ 
apple cheese—a delicious amber "lu cen t 
syrup ” that never by any chance is to be 
found in a northern market. 


BUT MAPLE SAP 
In its niOBt exquisite form is maple wax— 
the thick, ropy syrup in the last stage be­ 
fore granulation, " h is can only be had in 
a sugar camp, or its near vicinage. 
In a 
portion of my school days there were great 
sugar orchards near the mixed college 
wherein I was a student. 
The young 
men students might freely visit theBe, but 
we poor unlucky girls might not wander 
outside “ corporation lim its,” and really 
if ever in life belleship was worth anything 
it was in spring days then, for as sweets to 
the sweet the young men brought back 
from the camp to the objects of their 
special or general admiration such fra­ 
grant boxes of cedar chips fall of ductile 
maplq wax as no bonhonnitrts with a 
freight 
of 
French 
bonbons 
could 
ever 
equal—such 
Easter 
eggs—turkey 
eggs, or goose eggs, blown and filled with 
this same wax, as no confectioner’s coun­ 
ter ever dreamed of. 
Heedless of present 
east wind and thrashing snow sqnall we 
listen to the birds, believe summer’s only 
round the corner, and are wholly given 
over to planning what we shall do in its 
long days and

THE IRON DUKE. 


The great W ellington, “ the Iron Duke,” 
was born May 1, 1760, at Dangan Castle. 
Ireland ; his father was G arrett, first E irl 
of Mornington, and his brother was tbe 
Marquis W ellesley. 
He completed his 
military education in the military college 
of Angers, France ; entered the army in 
1787 as an ensign, and in 1793 was a Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. 
In a brief service in the 
Netherlands he distinguished himself in 
several repulse* of the French, and in 1796 
went to India, where he rose rapidly, and 
made his first grand success at Assaye, 
with 4,500 men defeating the combinecl 
M ahratta forces, from 40,000 to 50,000 
strong ; 
followed by the victories of Ar- 
ganm and tbe great fort of Gawulghur ; 
for these services he was made K. C. B., 
and received the thanks of Parliament ancl 
the King. 
In 1805 he returned to Great 
Britain, obtained a seat in the House of 
Commons, and in April, 1807, was ap­ 
pointed Chief Secretary of Ireland. 
In 
the year following he went to Spain in com­ 
mand of an expedition to drive out from 
that peninsula the French forces, and, after 
several affairs, defeated Jnnot in the bat­ 
tle of Vimieria, and was thanked by the 
Commons. 
He was subsequently made 
Marshal-General of the Portuguese army ; 
various combat* ensued, and then came the 
victory of Talavera, where a desperate 
straggle took place ; he waa again thanked 
by Parliament, and was created a peer and 
given a pension of £2,000. 
His next feat 
was to repulae the French attack* Septem­ 
ber 27, 1810, at Busaco, and the year after 
he received the thanks of Parliament for 
liberating Portngal. 
Spain had next to be 
cleared of its invaders, and this dnty also 
fell to him. For his brilliant service* at the 
storming of tbe fortreasjof Ciudad Rodrigo, 
January 19, 1812, he was created a grandee 
of Spain, again thanked by Parliament, 
£2,000 of a farther pension given him, 
and he was advanced to the peerage with 
the title of Earl of W ellington. 
In April 
he took Badajoz and on July 22d took Sala­ 
manca, one of his greatest military tri­ 
umphs ; for these he received the Order of 
the Golden Fleece, and was made General­ 
issimo of the Spanish armies, was once 
more advanced in the Britieh peerage by 
the title of Marqui* of Wellington. 
Par­ 
liament thanked him again, and £100,000 
were laid ont in the purchase of land* to be 
settled on him and hia heirs. 
He met his 
enemies, the French, at Victoria, under 
Junot, and added another victory to his 
list, was made a Field Marshal of Great 
Britain, and succeeded in driving 
the 
French out of the peninsula by the time 
Napoleon had been periuaded to sign his 
abdication. 
The great soldier of the Brit­ 
ish forces was created Marquis of Douro 
and Duke of 
W ellington in the British 
peerage, and received an additional grant 
of £400,000 and took hia seat in the House 
of Lords. 
W hen Napoleon escaped from 
Elba, W ellington was placed in command 
of the British forces on the continent, and 
the two great antagonists met at Waterloo, 
with the result known to all the world. 
Wellington had command of the army of 
occupation, at the request of the allied 
sovereigns, from 1815 to 1819, during 
which time there were two attempts made 
upon his life. 
The King of the Nether­ 
lands created him Prince of Waterloo, Par­ 
liament voted him £200,000 more, and after 
various services he succeeded the Duke of 
York as commander-in-chief of the army, 
which he resigned shortly after, on Mr. 
Canning being called to form an adminis­ 
tration, to take it again, and once more re­ 
sign it when he waa called to form an ad­ 
ministration. 
Space will not permit ns to 
do more than name these few leading inci­ 
dents in his remarkable career. He retired 
from public civil life in 1846, and died at 
Walmer Castle September 14, 1852.

SOME 
SCIENTIFIC MEMORANDA. 
. 


It is reported that Professor J. Lawrence 
Smith, of Louisville, Ky., lately discov­ 
ered in a native iron which was fonnd in 
1875 in the Province of St. Catarina, Bra­ 
zil, the singular physical property that in 
its natural condition it is very feebly at­ 
tracted by the magnet, but if a fragment is 
heated to redness and then eooled there is 
manifested a magnetic property with the 
usual intensity of iron. 
The British postal 
telegraph system 
seems to be making very satisfactory pro­ 
gress. 
W hen private companies owned the 
wires the best year’s work ever they per. 
formed did not exceed 6,000,000 telegrams. 
Last year the Poutoffice forwarded 31,000,* 
000 telegrams. 
Fifty thousand miles of 
wire in 1870 had increased to more than 
100,000 miles in 1S82; 
2,200 instruments 
worked by all the compañías had increased 
to nearly 9,000 worked by the Postoffice, 
and 2,500 telegraph offices under the old 
regime had increased to more than 5,000 
under the new. 
Such are a few of the in­ 
teresting facts taken from a lecture by R. 
W. Johnston, whieh has just been pub­ 
lished. 
Dr. P. Ebell, of Hanover, draws atten­ 
tion to the use of peroxide of hydrogen in 
dentistry. 
Sauer made sncceaaful experi­ 
ments with it in bleaching discolored and 
carious teeth. 
In cases where the teeth 
are colored with m atter Buch as Lichen 
dentalie, etc., he uses peroxide of hydrogen 
in 
conjunction 
with 
finely levigated 
pumice-stone as a means of cleaning in 
place of water. Teeth, the native element* 
of which were filled with colored m atter, 
become somewhat paler after several appli­ 
cations, 
A suitable liquid for cleaning 
teeth and mouth is prepared by mixing one 
part of three per cent, of peroxide of hy­ 
drogen with ten parts of water. 
In caae 
of carious teeth the peroxide of hydrogen, 
locally applied w ith wadding, gave good 
results. 
The Saturday Engineer makes a strong 
protest against the reckless waste of the 
water supply of all our cities. 
I t says : 
“ The repression of waste is not stinting the 
use of water. 
I t is simply the stopping of . 
leaks and the checking of carelessness. 
The way to stop the waste which does in­ 
jury to a city is to make the consumer re­ 
sponsible for the tightness of the plumbing 
on his premises and the closing of hia fau­ 
cets when water is not being nsed. 
The 
amount of water he may use is not what 
affects the public; it is what he throws 
away. 
In 
188! New York consumers 
paid into the city treasury $1,600,000. 
In 
addition to that the taxpayers paid for the 
water supply §1,117,500. 
This was the 
amount which property contributed by di­ 
rect tax to the maintenance of the water 
supply. 
W hy does property have to pay 
this enormous tax?” 
Pattison Muir gives this method for de­ 
tecting tin in the presence of antimony. It 
is based on tho fact that stannic chloride is 
reduced to stannous chloride by boiling 
with metallic copper. 
The precipitated 
sulphides of the arsenic group ate warmed 
with concentrated hydrochloric acid. 
The 
insoluble portion is 
washed and tested 
for arsenic by Bunsen's film teat. 
The so­ 
lution is somewhat diluted ; about three- 
fourths of it is boiled for at least ten min­ 
utes with copper turnings (which must, of 
course, be free from tin), poured off from 
the copper, and tested, for stannous chlo­ 
ride by adding mercuric chloride. 
The re­ 
maining smaller portion of the eolation is 
poured on to a plate of platinnm, sur­ 
rounded by a piece of zmc-foil. 
If the 
platinum becomes covered with a black de­ 
posit it is removed and examined in the or­ 
dinary way. 
Paul W\ Haslnck, in a paper on the art 
of turning, says th at an attem pt to trace 
its progress would not only be wearisome, 
but very speculative, as there are few in­ 
disputable data on which to base a con­ 
nected history.

“ weeks. She labored under the delusion 
that Bhe was enceinte, and that if she 
“ fasted until after the child’s birth, which 
“ she believed would occur in a few days, 
“ the offspring would be a second prophet 
“ Elijah. 
A post-mortem examination 
“ showed that she had labored under a 
“ complete delusion.” This carious case 
resembles a similar delusion which at the 
beginning of the present century caused a 
widespread sensation, and demonstrated 
in a striking way the facility with which 
so-called evidence for alleged supernatnral 
and miracnlon8 occurrences can be manu­ 
factured. 
About the middle of the 
eighteenth century Joanna Sonthcote was 
bom in Exeter, Devonshire. 
She was 
bronght up to domestic service, was illit­ 
erate, ignorant, and in no way remarkable 
until she had attained her fortieth year. 
About that time she joined a local Method­ 
ist Church, and “ get religion ” in a very 
exciting way. Soon she began to fancy 
herself inspired, she uttered prophesieB, 
she raved and talked an infinite quan­ 
tity of solemn gibberish. And there were 
found many persons who accepted her own 
account of her inspiration, and who at 
once set her down as a “ woman of God.” 
Tn a little while she had attracted a con­ 
siderable following. It seems probable 
that she believed in herself, though it is 
very questionable whether she had not 
lucid intervals. 
Joanna, however, was not allowed to 
take her hand from the plow. Her dupes 
encouraged her to go on. She therefore 
announced herself as the woman spoken of 
in the twelfth chapter of Revelations, and 
obtained a handsome income by the sale of 
seals, which were to secure the salvation of 
those who purchased them. Had she been 
possessed of any education she might have 
been suspected of getting this idea from the 
Papal indulgences; bnt probably she had 
never heard of the latter. As her confi­ 
dence increased she challenged the Bishop 
and clergy of Exeter to a public iuvestiga. 
tion of her miraculous powers, and when 
those dignitaries treated her proposition 
with silent contempt, she and her follow­ 
ers attributed it to fear. Presently she 
removed to London, and there she throve 
wonderfully, actually founding a sect 
npon the strength of the trash which Bhe 
wrote in the form of pamphlets. Of the 
amount of intellectual force represented by 
this movement a very good idea can be 
gathered from an account of one episode ¡ 
in the Southcote's career. A number of 
her “ prophecies,” made from 1792 to 1794, 
were sealed up, and the box in which they 
were deposited was not opened until 1S03. 
Then, says Sharpe, the engraver, who was 
one of her believers, “ Her writings were 
“ examined during seven days, and the re. 
“ suit of this long scrutiny was the unani- 
“ mous decision of twenty-three persons 
“ appobUed by divine command, as well as 
“ thirty-five others that were present, that 
"hf.r calling was of God.” This conclusion 
was reached from the alleged fulfillment of 
the prophecies contained in these writings ; 
but inasmuch as the whole of the writings 
were completely illegible, it is difficult to 
understand how this fact waB ascertained. 
Still more curious, perhaps, was Joanna's 
comment upon the illegibility of her writings. 
“ This,” Bhe observed, “ must be, to fulfill 
“ the Bible. Every vision that John saw 
“ in heaven must take place on earth ; and 
“ here is the sealed book, that no one can 
“ read !” 
It is evident that with so docile a flock 
there were no lengths to which Joanna 
Southcote could not go, and certainly she 
tested their gullibility severely. For when 
in her sixty- fonrth year she announced that 
she was with child by the Holy Ghost, and 
that before the end of the year Bhe should 
give birth to the Shiloh. There seems to 
have boen no hesitation in accepting this 
wonderful aunouucement among her fol­ 
lowers. 
They were delighted with the 
prospect, and forthwith proceeded to make 
all the necessary preparations, among other 
things providing a cradle which cost 
$1,000, a richly-embroidered coverlid, etc. 
At first she fixed the birth for the 19th of 
October, 1814, but that day came and 
passed, and nothing happened. Then she 
said that it would take place before Christ­ 
mas, but two days after Christmas she 
died, and even then her infatuated dupes 
would not abandon their belief. On the 
19th of October a great crowd waited all 
night round her lodgings, expecting the 
news that Shiloh had come. And even 
when Joanna Southcote was dead, her 
followers refused to allow her to be buried 
until the doubly convincing evidence of 
advancing decomposition and a post-mortem 
dissection had proved to them, first that 
she was beyond revival, and, second, that 
she had never been pregnant at all. And 
so ovei whelming is the force of superstition 
that for many years after her death her 
sect held together, looking for her reap­ 
pearance, and refusing to believe that Bhe 
had been nothing bnt a self-deluded im­ 
postor of the most vulgar type. 
The chief interest of this strange and 
moat humiliating exposure of the bound­ 
lessness of human folly perhaps consists in 
the light it throws upon the untrust­ 
worthiness of all testimony which is biased 
by religions fanaticism. In this case we 
see that absolutely conclusive demonstra­ 
tions of the utter fallacy of Joanna South- 
cote’s claims failed to convinco her fol­ 
lowers that they had been deceived. 
They surrendered their judgment to the 
delusion so completely that their evidence 
on what passed before their eyes was in all 
respects worse than worthless. Without 
any dishonest intentions they were pre­ 
pared to avouch the most preposterous 
falsehoods. In fact they lived in an atmos­ 
phere of confusion, and their conclnsions 
could rot be trusted. Now eighteen hun­ 
dred years ago, and in Palestine, the 
hnraan mind was quite generally disposed 
to accept things after the Southcotian 
fashion, and the so-called testimony of eye­ 
witnesses to alleged supernatural occur­ 
rences of that period was of precisely 
eqnal value with that of Joanna Sonth- 
cote's blind indorsers. In short her story 
demonstrates how necessary it is in all 
cases where enpernaturalism is alleged to 
demand proofs far more stringent and con­ 
clusive than have ever yet been given in 
support of snch allegations ; or than can 
be built up out of human testimony alone. 
In the Illinois case there dees not seem to 
have been any outside belief in the coming 
of Elijah, but it cannot be doubted that 
under favorable conditions such a belief 
could still be created in many parts of the 
world. 


so willing to meet them half- 
Had they commenced in the 
present line they evidently might have 
made a great deal of headway before the 
present time. But should they now com­ 
mit the incredible stupidity of assisting 
Gladstone’s enemies to overthrow him, it 
is as clear as day that they will be in the 
position of the frogs who clamored for the 
removal of King Log, only to find KiDg 
Stork substituted for him.

whatever coat, and at whatever inconven­ 
ience to the encouragers or tolerators of 
anarchy and outrage.

Neither 
of them was hurt, but two women who 
happened to be passing were shot dead. 
The men ran away upon finding what they 
had done, and at latest news they had 
not been taken. 
American roughs are 
usually more skillful marksmen, and it is 
not often that they miss one another, 
which fact has probably reconciled the 
American public to the occasional street 
duels of this sort of people. But when 
roughs cannot fire at one another without 
killing innocent passengers, and particu 
larly women, the case is changed, and if 
the Mexican authorities ever succeed in 
arresting these fellows they ought to hang 
them at once, to encourage the rest in ac­ 
quiring greater skill with the pistol. In 
fact if all outlaws and disorderly persons 
and professional criminals were compelled 
by law to practice at a target every day 
until they had become proficient, the 
arrangement wonld no doubt produce good 
effects. 
For it would either lead to a dis­ 
continuance of street-fighting, or it would 
result in a wholesome decimation of the 
“ dangerous classes;” either being " a 
“ consummation devoutly to be wished.”

GLADSTONE'S DIFFICULTIES. 
It seems that a great many people are 
prophesying Gladstone’s fall from power. 
We suppose that the Dublin assassinations 
and the confnsed state of the Irish situa­ 
tion generally have weakened him consid­ 
erably, bnt that probably his manifest de­ 
termination to proceed to extremes in ad­ 
justing the land question is the most 
potent canse of distrust in his policy at 
this moment. His home rule ideas, more­ 
over, extending, or capable of being ex­ 
tended, nobody knows how fsr, have 
caused alarm and suspicion. There has 
arisen of late a damaging doubt as to 
whether Gladstone is really aa sincere and 
single-minded as he was formerly thought. 
Whether in short he is not prepared to 
endanger the whole system of government 
in the United Kingdom rather than lose 
place and power. This suspicion may be 
quite unjust, but it is none the less dan­ 
gerous, A statesman will be pardoned 
mnch so long as his patriotism is beyond 
question, but once let th .t point be 
doubted, and distrust goon spreads to 
everything he does. Certainly the Iriah 
leaders have never had to do with a Pre- 


Judgm ent Affirmed A gainst C allean, 
W ashington, May 22d.—Justine James 
this morning announced the decision of the 
Court in bank upon the exceptions in the 
Guiteau case, denying a new trial, and affirm­ 
ing the judgment below.

CHICAGO, May 22d.—In a letter dated April 
29th the Secretary of the Interior says he is 
informed by H. C. Hambly, of Parsons, Kan­ 
sas, that a settlement is being made in the 
Oklahama district by the followers of Captain 
Payne, and requests ths Secretary of War to 
take steps for their removal. Hambly places 
the number of these settlers at 1,500. Cap­ 
tain Carrol made an investigation, and finds 
Mr. Hambly’s statement incorrect. The Ok­ 
lahama district has been thoroughly scouted 
at intervals of ten days during the past three 
months, and only one party of six men were 
discovered in the district. They were ar- 
restadand sentoutof Indian Territory. Acorn- 
pany of cavalry and a detachment of Indian 
scouts are stationed in the Oklahama country, 
with orders to arrest and expel all unauthor­ 
ized persons. That no one may be deceived 
by the representations of Captain Payne, it 
is announced that the Government will not 
permit any settlers on the Oklahama lands. 
The Boston B ank Suspension. 
Boston, May 22d.—The Pacific National 
Bank, which suspended some months ago, 
and resumed but a few weeks since, stopped 
payments to-day and will wind up business. 
Its Directors voted to go into liquidation, 
and applied for a receiver. The suspension 
is considered due to lack of business. Sines 
the resumption public confidence has not 
been great enough to warrant any large deal­ 
ings with the concern. 
The immediate canse of suspension of the 
bank was the maturing of $500,000 o d Sat­ 
urday, which the bank was unable to pay, 
and which went to protest. It is understood 
that all the depositors will be paid in fall, 
but the original stockholders wiil have their 
investment of two millions wiped out. 
The Central National Bank is among the 
creditors to the amount of $400,003, but has 
already assessed its stockholders to that 
amount It is believed the losses of other 
banks will be small.

R e n o, May 221.—Work was commenced 
on the Nevada and Oregon Railroad this 
morning.

They hope to be 
able to prosecute the work now without 
further interruption. 
A young man named Henry Hoffman a t­ 
tempted suicide this aftemooD in a house of 
ill fame by taking creosote. Too much 
whisky was the cause. 


F ire at a M ine—T w o Men H orrib ly B urn ed 
—N arrow Escape o f T w o O th ers. 
E u r e k a , May 22J .—The Bmail hoisting 
works on the Shoo Fly mice, Ruby HilJ, 
caught fire Sunday morning, and the flames 
were communicated down along the wood 
work of the shaft and the ladder. 
Four men 
were working at the bottom of tho Bhaft, 100 
feet deep. They all started to climb out, but 
finding that they had to climb through fire, 
and for the last three feel up grasp the flam­ 
ing rungs of the ladder, two of them went 
back. The miners who made their way out 
were horribly burned, and were so crazed by 
the pain they suffered, that they threw them­ 
selves over the dump pile and rolled to the 
ground. One of them, in his agony, rushed 
blindly about in the sage brush until he was 
captuied and brought into camp. His name 
is John Barton. 
His ekiu and finger nails 
fell from his hands, being broiled off, and he 
is burned severely in the face and body. 
There is no hope of his recovery. The other 
mioer, Peter Campbell, suffered lees, and his 
injuries are not considered fatal. The two 
men below were nearly suffocated, and would 
have died for the want of air had not a crowd 
of miners thrown enow down the shaft first, 
and afterward forming a line of 100 yards to 
the pipe of the water works, which they 
tapped, making a bucket line, and cast water 
down as rapidly as possible. 


OREGON. 


I (cm ? from th e Far N orlh. 
V ic t o r ia (B. C.), May 22J.—Mr. Oakford, 
Collector of Customs at Wrangell, and Dr. 
Straps, of tie Berlin Geographical Society, 
came from Nanaimo on the W. G. Hunt yes­ 
terday. 
There is no exciting news from Alaska. At 
Sitka all was quiet, and ail the able-bodied 
resident Indians and Russians are leaving for 
the Takon mines at Harrisburg, or, as it is 
now styled, Junean City. There had Deen 
an Indian disturbare*, which had been 
quelled without loss of life by the resolute 
altitude of the white citizens. 
Two quartz mills had arrived at Harris­ 
burg, aud were being erected on Douglass 
Island, opposite Takon. On the placer dig­ 
gings the snow was still from ten to fifteen 
feet deep, and work was not expected to be­ 
gin before the middle of Jnly. 
A t Wrangell all was quiet. Several old 
residents were leaving for Harrisburg. 
The steamer Gertitide started on her first 
trip for the season on tho 12th of May, but 
was unable to proceed up the Stickeen, which 
was completely blocked up with ice, and re­ 
turned to Wrangell tho next day. 
The United States Bhip Wachusetts ar­ 
rived at Wrangell from Sitka on the 6;h in­ 
stant, and anchored in Labouchere harbor. 
Captain Pier?oc, of the Wachusetts, coin­ 
cides with hi& predecessor, Captain Glass, 
in the opinion that Wrangell should be the 
chief naval station of Alaska. The Wa­ 
chusetts will visit two or three settlements 
upon the coast, and return to Wrangell to 
await the arrival of the United 
States 
steamer Adams, sent up to relieve the Wa­ 
chusetts. 
1 he Urge steam launch formerly belonging 
to the United States steamship Jamestown 
was sent down from Sitka in charge of Lieu­ 
tenant Selim Wadsworth, of the Wachusetts, 
and after a perilous passage of twelve days 
arrived at Wrangell on the 12.h. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 


H a r r is b u r g , May 10th.—The people are 
complaining very bitterly against the Post­ 
master-General for not having Harrisburg 
included in the Alaska mail route from Port 
Townsend to Wrangell and Sitka. There is 
more population at present in Harrisburg 
than ia all the rest of the Territory. 
We had a lively time here last week, in the 
shape of an Indian row. It appears that the 
two tribe* of Indians—one the Awkes and 
the other the Stickeens—had some difficulty 
some time ago, and the Stickeens got the best 
of the fight. 
Last week the Awkes thought 
it was a good time to get square, as they all 
camped close to town cn the west side, aud 
some few Stickeens were camped on the 
east 6¡de. The Awkes captured a woman 
belonging to the Stickeens, and were going 
to burn her at the stake, but she made her 
escape and came into town for protection of 
the miners. 
The Awkes came in and made 
a demand for the woman, but the miners 
would not give her up. The Awkes con­ 
cluded to take her by force, but three com­ 
panies of military turned out in full force, 
and very soon drove the Awkes out of town. 
The only damage done was the dislocation of 
on Indian’s jaw and a broken musket stock. 
The citizens sent word down to Captain 
Piersons, of the Wachu3ett*, that they wonld 
like to have him come up and look after the 
Indians, as the miners have something else 
to do than settling Indian difficulties ; but 
the Captain would not come up, as he 
thought the miners were able to protect 
themselves. 
The snow is disappearing very fast. 
The town is growing very fast. There 
have been thirty-five houses built this last 
month.

Hoffman presiding. The morning session 
was occupied in impaneling a jnry. The first 
trial was begun on the 3d of April and was 
concinded on the 21st of that month, result­ 
ing in a disagreement of the jury, five favor­ 
ing conviction and seven believing the Cap­ 
tain not guilty of the offense charged.

Report of the Referee on the Final Ac­ 
count of the Administratrix. 


In the Superior Court (D e p a rtm e n t Pro­ 
bate) a t San Francisco yesterday, \\ arren 
Olney, the referee to whom was referred 
the final account of Mary Frances Sher­ 
wood Hopkins, administratrix of the e sta te 
of M ark Hopkins, deceased, filed a state­ 
ment. 
The referee in his report says: 
The re sp ec tiv e parties agreed during the 
hearing that the account might be restated, 
and have also agreed that the statem ent ot 
account contained herein is correct 
own 
to the following items : 
1. The sum of S-W.OOO paid S. *V. San­ 
derson for legal services. 
2. The sum of *1,700 paid E. W . Hop­ 
kins for services as agent. 
3. The sum of $500 paid IV. H. 
L. 
Barnes for legal services. 
4. The sum of $-15,37— 35 paid for con­ 
structing a vault for the remains of the 


5. T h e 'sum of 8320,000 claimed as com­ 
missions bv the administratrix. 
In the matter of the first item, after 
hearing testimony of S. W . Sanderson, and 
upon cross-examination, the referee re­ 
ports in favor of aUowing the claim of 
s30 000 
In the second count the claim of §11,700 
is disallowed on the ground th at the ser­ 
vices of E. W. Hopkins were rendered to 
the administratrix and not to the estate. 
The credit of §500 paid to \V. H. 
L. 
Barnes is disallowed on the ground that 
his services were not for the beuetit of the 
estate, but to defend the adm inistratrix 
against proceedings in the Probate Court 
for her removal. 
. . . . 
The fourth count considers the objections 
made by the brother of the deceased to 
the payment by his widow of §45,372 35 
for the purpose of constructing a vault in 
the cemetery. 
The objection was that this 
was not a proper charge against the estate. 
The referee holds that this charge should 
be allowed. 
The estate is valued at over 
§20,000,000, and there are no creditors. 
The deceased died childless, and his estate 
goes to his widow and brothers. 
Only 
§1,314 75 had previously been paid for 
funeral expenses, and when the immense 
amount of money to be distributed to the 
heirs wee considered, and the absence of 
ail claims against the estate, it seemed 
proper to him that a sum of money should 
be appropriated to establish a suitable rest­ 
ing place for the repose of the body of the 
deceased. 
The adm inistratrix is therefore 
credited with the sum of §45,372 35 and 
the objections disallowed. 
The fifth count is concerning the objec­ 
tions that the adm inistratrix should not be 
allowed a commission of §320,000, and is 
in substance as follows : An administrator, 
in contracting with heirs th at be shall re­ 
ceive a sum less than the law allows him, 
the commissions for settling up the 
estate, does not occupy the position of a 
man who agrees w ith me to do for me a 
oertain piece of work for a certain price, 
and, therefore, to enable him to recover on 
the contract, he m ust do the work for me 
in accordance with the contract. 
In Mrs. 
Hopkins’ case she was, at the time the 
contract was made, already entitled to a 
compensation under the statute, and if sLe 
had been removed or resigned on that 
day her statutory 
commissions 
would 
have 
amounted 
to 
§720,000. 
W hat 
she 
did 
was 
to 
agree 
th at 
for 
what 
she 
had 
already 
done, 
and 
for what she was still to do, she would only 
claim the sum of §320,000 instead of the 
§720,000 to which she was then entitled, 
and the commission of four per cent, upon 
the estate which still remained to bo dis­ 
tributed. 
But on the other hand, if she 
is not entitled to the compensation pro­ 
vided for by the contract because she has 
not complied with it, she cannot claim the 
statutory rate, because to all matters ex- 
oept the com missions the contract is a 
valid and subsisting agreement between 
the parties, and no doubt she, by other 
portions of the agreement, received a com­ 
pensation which, added to the §320,000, is 
equivalent to the commissions allowed by 
law for settling the whole estate. 
It is true the appraised value of the es­ 
tate as fixed by the appraisers is before me, 
but when the Court comes finally to Bettle 
the commissions of the present adminis­ 
trator, neither the Court nor the present 
administrator is bound by the figures of the 
appraisers, and therefore it is not just to 
either the contestant or Mrs. Hopkins to 
now arbitrarily fix the compensation to be 
allowed her. 
I therefore report that 1 cannot at this 
time fix the commissions which should be 
allowed the administratrix, and I report 
and recommend that the account immedi­ 
ately following herein be allowed and con­ 
firmed as the fiDal account of the said 
administratrix, and th at she be charged 
with a balance in her hands of the sum of 
S'.) 19,747 39, and that the m atter of her 
commissions be left open until the final 
settlement of the estate, when she be al­ 
lowed Buch portion of the §320,000 as the 
amount of the estate distributed by her 
bears to the whole amount of the estate. 
The account annexed shows §919,747 39 
in the hands of the administrator.

MEN OF THE HOUR. 


Charles Stewart Parnel1. 


Mr. Parnell is still a young man. 
He was 
born in the year 1846, at Avondale, in the 
county of Wicklow, Ireland, the son of a gen­ 
tleman who was at one time High Sheriff for 
the county Meath. 
His mother was the 
daughter of an Admiral in the United States 
Navy, and this connection gives additional in­ 
terest to the story of the young statesman’s 
life. Mr. Parnell’s grandfather was the last 
Chancellor of the Exchequer of the Irish Par 
liament. and bitterly opposed the identifica­ 
tion of Irish with British interests in the Par­ 
liament of the United Kingdom. The sub­ 
ject of our sketch was educated at Magdalene 
College, Cambridge, England, from whence 
he was graduated. 
In 1875 he was elected 
member of Parliament for Meath, and repre­ 
sented that constituency until the general 
election of 1880, when he wan returned for 
three constituencies, including t le one he had 
represented ao long. 
He preferred to sit for 
the city of (Jurk. 
He belonged at the begin­ 
ning of his Parliamentary career to the Irish 
Home Kule party, in which he soon rose to 
eminence, although a Protestant and person­ 
ally not popular with the leading members. 
This fact probably accounts for his failure, in 
1870, to reconstruct the party by means of a 
national convention; but in October of the 
same year he founded and was made first 
President of the National Irish Land League. 
He visited the United States in 1880, since 
which time our readers are familiar with the 
movement» with which he has been connected 
and the position he at present occupies in the 
solution of the Irish question.
